Complainants’ were Rels 
ley & Company who owned the 
crossed guns and the Tak Kee 
trade label, and Jardine, Mathe- 
son. and.

Accustomed to regard 
Hong Kong as a great ship- 
ping centre and entrepot, 
overseas visitors are fre- 
quently surprised nowadays 
to find what large strides 
we have made on the road 
to industrialisation. An 
American businessman who 
was here this week for the 
first time since the war re- 
marked. that the character 
of the Colony had already 
undergone a remarkable 
change, and seemed inevit- 
ably headed ‘for even more 
radical developments. 
Manufacturers who ex- 
hibited at the British Indus- 
tries Fair in the past two 
years reported how surpris- 
ed people were at the variety 
and high quality of products 
how made here, and it ts 
certafn that next year there 
will be an even larger range 
of goods to display. Admit- 
tedly—and tnderstandably— 
we are experiencing 
difficulties of the teething 
no skilled 
labour market to draw on, 
so that not always can we 
compete favourably on the 
world market, especially re- 


garding: price. But these 
troubles of our new  indus- 
tries sre being eliminated, 
and there is of course the 
advantage of our matchless 
distribution’ facilities. 
Probably the major cause 
for the growth of manufac- 
turing concerns during the 
past two or three years has 
heen the chaotic turbulence 
in China, with threat of ac- 
tual involvement in warfare, 
Communist confiscation, run- 
away inflation ete. Finan- 
ciers in Shanghai especially 
tooked-round- for an—alterna-— 
tive outlet for their invest- 
ments, and found most of 
their conditions ideally met 
in Hong Kong. Here was a 
stable currency, a govern- 
ment in full control of the 
situation, the protection of 
the. Commonwealth, an al- 
most free port with a mini- 
mum of restrictions. So the 
movement .of capital, plant 
and skilled labour began. 
This is a process that, once 
under way, is bound to con- 
tinue unless some unexpect- 
ed catastrophe should occur. 
There if no doubt, too, that 
its effects will be far-reach- 
ing. The influx of new 
money, while largely wel- 
come, has contributed to in-

1949 Trek

are crossing the frontier to settle 
ander the Union Jack, as they are 
hard workers and usually bring a 
considegable amount of capital.

the ordinary burning of about 
three million pounds of coal. 


Atomic Fission 


Atémic fission is simply the 
breaking of an atom into two 
parts, with an ticcompanying re- 
lense of energy which appenrs os 
hent. In the combustion of coal, 
we get energy fromthe reverse 
process, namely combining atoms 
of carbon with atoms of oxygen. 
Compustion Is also a chain-reacting 
process, for the burning of onc 
lump of coal heats up somo other 
lumps to a temperature at which 
with oxygen 
and release more heat, and 0 on. 

One of the Important differences 
between Combustion and fission fs 
this: in combustion rome of the 
heat released must bs used to keep 
the chasn reaction.. Koing; ina 
fission chain-rpnction, the hoat 
released js not necesnary to 9 con- 
tinuation of the procera, it is 
rather a by-product. bd 

The all-important agents here 
are the inconcelyvably tiny particles 
known aa. neutrons, which , can 
cause atoms to fission, or split, and 
which are released from fission- 
Ing atoms in sufficient quantiticn 
to keep the process going. 

That is, when a neutron ‘hits 

fan atom, the atom brenks in two, 
nnd spilla out two or three more 
neutrons which are then ready 
to attack and, split other atoms, 
and so the process goes on. This 
statement is somewhat of an over- 
simplifiention, but it describes in 
essence What happens. 
+ The reason we didn’t know how 
to utilise atemic energy long ago 
is that this simple-sounding pro- 
cess occurs only under very, very 
specin| conditions. To begin with, 
there is only one element occur- 
ring in nature, uranium, which 
will sustain this kind of chain 
reaction; that is, only one natural 
element is an “atomic or nuclear 
fuel.” 

More than that, only one par- 
ticular type of that clement, a 
type which constitutes only one 
one-hundred-and-fortieth part of 
all natural uranium, {s usable in 
this way. Furthermore, 
renction will take place with this 
cloment-only under very carefully 
controlled conditions, with a con- 
siderable quantity of uranium 
arranged in gq peculiar assembly, 
which ia termed an atomic pile, 
or a nuclear reactor. : 


Sends Forth Rays- 


We find also that when. we get 
this atomic pile working, it sends 


-torthrays-— Sono” of- thesy— arc, 


similar to X-rays, or to rays from 
radium. Others aro of different 
types. But all are of such intensity 
vs to be very deadly, so it is 
necessary to put a_ protective 
shield all around tho pil. To 
make the pile safe for operating 
personnel, this shield must con- 
sist of several fect of. concrete, 
or tho cquivalent. : 

We have also had to learn how 
‘to control the chain reaction, 
control’ the rate of consumption of 
the nuclear fuel and consequently 
the amount of heat goncrated in 
the pilo rods or strips of material 
which absorb more of 
neutrons, slowing or stopping the 
uranium chain reaction. 

Porhaps this process sounds 
complex - and atrange: - But sup- 
pose we kpew noti:ing about fire, 
and somoone tried to describe to 
us o cogl-burning furnace. He 
would tel] us, that only certain 
special materials would burn, and

they think of ntomic onergy, 
visualise it as a. potential source 
of vast amounts pi industrial 
power, and such it ultimately may 
prove to be. Supposo wé pursuc 
this possibility. 

: First, wo must realise that this 
energy - will appear in tho pile 
or nucléar reactor as heat. We 
see no Way of directly convorting 
the energy relonsed from the 
fissioning atom into electriclty. So 
to use this energy we must get the 
heat out of the pile. : 

One way of doing this would be 
to pump a Hquid or gas through 
the pile and then through o kind 
of steam boiler. This would gen- 
erato. steam, which would thon be 
used to drive o steam turbine~ 
generator to produce -olectricity. 
As 1 visualise an atomic power 
plant, Aho atomic pile and some 
‘quxitlary Cquipment will merely 
reptace the fucl-fired steam boiler, 
and from that point on the atomic 
plant will be the same as the 
one using coo} or of) as fuel. 

Consequently, .it scems to me 
that the firat cost of an atomic 
power plant will be at lenst as 
high ns that. of a fucl-fired plant 
under normal conditions. Ag to 
operating cost, St ‘is entirely pos- 
sible, but far from certain, that 
‘in the years to come the coat of 
nuclear fuel will be competitive 
with that of coal or oil. 

Today we cannot give any 
reliable estimate of its cost, for 
there are too many factors of 
which we-do not have  eufficient 
knowledge and expericnce. But in 
areas where electric power is to- 
day available readily and at ren~ 
runable cost, we mat not look 
soon for any revolutionary re- 
duction In power cost duc’ to the 
ndyent of atomic energy. 

On the average, the cost of fuel 
accounts for 20 to 25 per:cent of 
the price paid by the American 
consumer. for fuel-generated 
power, 50 I{ we got nuclear fucl 
nt little or no cost, we could 
expect only a 20 to 25 per cent 
reduction in the cost of power 
to the consumer. This would be 
tremendously significant, but not 
in keeping perhaps with some 
of the more fanciful propliccies. 


Concentrated Energy 


Becauso nuclear fuel is such an 
extremely concentrated source of 
energy, there is the very definite 
possibility that utomic energy may 
bring econumical electric power 
to areas where the transport costs 
on’ordinary fuel are extremely 
high. 

I do not, howover, visualise 
small atomic power plants rpring- 
ing up in every isolated aren. 
To be efficient and economical, an 
atomic power plant, I think, will 
necesaarily be of large capacity, 
and jt may require a supporting 
chemical plant to reclaim partly 
vaed fuel, 

What about other power ap- 
plications? We must remember 
that an atomic pile or reactor re- 
quires radiation shicld, which, 
at lenst in the light of present 
knowledge, will weigh many—tons; 
—more than our largest motor 
trucks could: possfbly cerry. So, 
atomic-powered automoblles or 
trucks seem beyond realisation at 
thiy time. It may be possible, as 
we learn more about making 
effective shictds, to build a reactor 
within the welght and = space 
Hmitations of = locemotive. I 
think it rather probable that this 
will some day done. Such a 
locomotive could run for a very 
long time, without refuelling, and 
this is an attractive possibility. 

There is little doubt in my mind 
that in the course of time we can 
bifld .atomic power plants’ 
suitable for shipbourd service. An 
atomle powered asiip could con- 
celvably run for months without 
refuciling. This possibility Is 
eapecially intriguing to our Navy 
people. The theught of an atomic- 
powered submarine,-a real under- 
water ship which could make

Prediction in that aismle nergy 
will only supplement, not supplant, 
present sources of ‘power.

Archbishop Josef Beran broke 
a two months silence today 
and accused the-Communlst gov- 
ernment of: holding him captive 
in violation of. his constitutional 
rights. 

The stocky little 60-year-old 
Roman Catholic primate has not 
appeared in public since June 19, 
when a sermon he tried .to 
preach was shouted down by 
Communist hecklers. He claims 
now that he has been’ interned 
and tsolnted in his Prague palace. 

Archbishop Beran accused the 
govenment of illegally seizing 
his consistory (administrative of- 
fice) and confiscating the funds 
of his Prague Diocese. 

He made the’ charges In a 
Ietter to the State Procurator 
(Prosecutor) which was given to 
the foreign press through church 
and diplomatic channels. In_ his 
Ictter, the country’s leading 
Catholic officlal asked bluntly: 

“Is ‘the Roman Catholle church 
in Czechoslovakia. still recognised 
by the state? If so by what Inw 
was the Roman Catholic church 
deprived of its legal indepen- 
dence in internal matters?.” 

Archbishop Beran’s questions 
and charges indicated the church 
hicrarchy might be trying to 
force a break In the deadlocked 
church-state fight. THis /was 
emphasised by the decision to give 
the Catholic leader's letter pu- 
blicity through the Western press 
and through Western brondcasts 
which are besmed back Into 
Czechoslovakia.

Europe’s Birth Rate 


Geneva, August 17. 


Renviile | A romarkable rise in Europo’s post-wor birth rate 
has gone nearly half way to make up for the 


loss of 15,000,000 Europeans killed during 
the war, according to a United Nations popu- 


‘lation study. 
The study reveals that 
Russia fell from 


Europe’s population outside 
392,000,000 in 1938, to 371,- 


900,000 at the end of 1945. War losses ac- 
counted for more than 15,000,000 of these, of 
whom the greater part, more than 9,000,000, 


were civilians. 


By the end of 10947, 
population outside Russia 
risen to 383,800,000, .the 
revealed. 

“The increase of 8,000,000 dur- 
Ing these two years in the total 
population of the European coun- 
tries covered by the analysis, in 
which the substantial excess of 
births over deaths was the prin- 
cipal clement, amounted to al- 
most one half of the decline in 
the European popniation during 
the war,” the report. said. 

During the years 1946-47, ac- 
cording to the survey, rise in 
births, which began during the 
war, continued, accompanied by 
a deerease in deaths. There were 
nearly 16,000,000 births in_ these 
years, compared with 9,500.000 
deaths—an excess of births over 
deaths of 6,500,000. 


Equal To War Loss 


In France and Belgium the 

— excess of. births over- deaths 
was about equal to direct war 
losses. In Italy and Netherlands 
the excess of births over deaths 

In a single post-war year was 

more than sufficient to offsat 

war losses. 

The report sald that on the 
other hand,. heavy war losses 
suffered by Germany, Poland and 
Yugoslavia cannot be compen- 
sated within a few years. In the

On spiritual affairs, Vakuf 
spenks to them in Yugoslavia with 
much the same authority as the 
Pope does to the Roman Catholics. 

The admonition came in the 
wake of a trial at Sarajevo ‘only 
i few days ago of 14 members of 
the alleged Fascist terrorist group, 
known as the “Young Moslems,” 
on charges of plotting against the 
government. 

Sentenced To Death 

Four of them were sentenced 
to death by firlng aquad. Ton 
others were given prison sen- 
tences, But It stirred up feol- 
ings, which the Vakuf council 
obviously wants to ond quickly 
to avoid any future conflict be- 
tweon state and church. : 

The council made public its re- 
solution, in which it declared, 
that Yugoslavia’s constitution 
‘assures Moslems as well as any 
other religion in Yugoslavia, free 
and independent religious life, 
Thanks to this and to the help of 
our pedple’s state, the Moslem 
rellgicus community can work 
(reely on the principles of the new 
democratic constitution of the 
Moslem religious community.” 

The Vakuf council declared that 
the Moslem religious community 
“has only one road and this is the 
road of brotherhood and unity,’ 
the road of defending our coun- 
try, the rond of strengthening the 
people's authorities.” : 

It condemned the activities of 
the "Young Moslems" group 4s 

secking to shelter behind the cloak 
‘of religion, and said: 

“The Vakuf council as the high- 
est representative body of the 
Moslem community in Bosnia and 
Herzegovinu, rejects with con- 
tempt and condemns those In- 
dividuals, who as traitors and 
agents of the enemy attempted 
to undermine the great results of 
the people's revolution,”—Asso- 
ciated Press.

Should a rule enforcing declarations be introduced 


into league cricket? 


The point has been put to me on 


several occasions 


recently due, | suspect, to slow scoring in one 


or two league games. 


As an idea {| understand 


it has been discussed by individual. members 
of the Central Lancashire League Committee 
from time to time without reaching the voting 


stage. 

Let me say at once that T don’t 
favour forced declarations and for 
severu) reasons, ‘ 

To. be successful in league 
cricket ‘pmitches cf four and 
three-quarter hours’ duration the 
players must “have a go.” But 
three is a alfference in that and 
being forced to hit out at every- 
thing sent down, as inveriably 
happens when batting time is 
restricted. 

To do that is to sacrifices all 
that it best and most delightful 
in the art of batting and to take 
away a Jot of pleasure which the 
spectator derives from watching 
cricket. 

Players like Popper, Barnett, 
Weeks and Mankad are attrac- 
tive batsmen with’ a variety of 
strokes that appeal to the specta- 
tor, Would-they be the’ same 
under enforced declarations? 


Let Captain Decide 


A captain who wing the toss 
should have ‘full udvantage, of all 
conditions, nat enly of the wicket. 
A time limit, in my view would 
lessen the udvuntage gained from 
ealling correctly, and in con- 
quence reduce the status of 
captaincy. 2
